— The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Secretariat Training School, Department 
of Personnel in the Cabinet SectL. in 1972 for the purpose 
of filling temporary vacancies in the) following Services/posls 
are published for general information 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI(i); 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service — Grade 

II; i 

(iii) Central Secretarial Clerical Service — Tower Division 
Grade; 

(iv) Arpied Forces Headquarters Clerical Service — Lower 
Division Grade; 

(v) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Department of 
Parliamentary Affairs, New Delhi; 

(vi) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the office of the 
Special Inspector General, Indo-Tibetan Border 
Police, Delhi; and 

(vii) Posts of Lower Division Cle rk in other Departments 
and Attached Offices of the Government of India 
not mentioned above/Centml Secretariat Clerical 
Servicc/Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service.
